Acknowledgement of Applicant' s Amendments 

1. The amendments made in the Paper filed April 17, 2006 have 
not been entered due to the fact that they raise an issue of new 
matter or they raise new issues. Regarding the new matter 
issue, changing the range of the weight% of polyoxymethylene in 
the proximal section is not supported in the specification. The 
specification does not clearly disclose to one of ordinary skill 
in the art that the Applicant had possession of the claimed 
invention at the time the application was filed. The 
specification taught a broad range in which the Applicant has 
now attempted to carve out a patentable portion without adequate 
support in the specification for the specific narrower range of 
about 91 to about 95 weight%. 

Furthermore, if the amendments were found not to be new 
matter, then the amendments would still not be entered because 
the amendments would then raise new issues that would require 
further consideration and/or search. In this case changing the 
range of the weight% of polyoxymethylene in the proximal section 
would require further consideration and/or search, because the 
narrower range of polyoxymethylene was not presented previously 
and it must be determined if the narrower range would render the 
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claimed invention patentable over the currently cited art and/or 
other art that has not been searched with regard to this new 
limitation. 

In addition, the current amendment will not be entered due 
to the fact that additional claims without canceling a 
corresponding number of finally rejected claims are present in 
this amendment. 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

2. Applicant's arguments have not been considered because they 
are not commensurate in scope with the currently pending claims 
since they are directed toward the amendments that have not been 
entered in the case.
